Local district directors are 
Chairman Houghton King, Jr., 
Treasurer Andie Neilson, and 
Secretary Louise Sullenger, rep- 
resenting Roscommon County. 
Vice-chairman Harry Martin and 
Director Lynn Charron represent 
Crawford County. 

John Calkins,-chief deputy di- 
rector, Michigan Department of 
Agriculture, Arthur Cratty, state 
conservationist, U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service, and Einer Ol- 
strom, extension program direc- 
tor of Michigan State University, 
were participants in the pro- 
grani. 

Russell Hill, executive secre- 
tary of the State Soil Conserva- 
tion Committee, told the group 
soil conservation districts were 
first established in Michigan by 
legislative action in 1937. 

The first district formed was 
in Ottawa County in 1938. The 
chief problem encountered in 
that district was wind erosion. 
At that time blowing sands of 
West Ottawa County were filling 
navigation channels, covering 
productive land, impeding traffic 
on highways, and laying waste 
to thousands of acres in that 
section of the state. 

During the past 30 years soil 
conservation activities have 
grown to include practices to in- 
crease or maintain the produc- 
tivity of land, practices design- 
ed to make more profitable use 
of misused acres, the manage- 
ment of surface water, and land 


capability of the land and the 
goals of the landowner. 

In recent years soil conserva- 
tion districts have worked with 
school districts, contractors, 
highways, utilities, 
boards, amd planning commis- 
sions. 

Many districts are working to- 
gether to develop the total nat- 
ural recoureec of an srea. The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has approved a conservation and 
development projett planned by 
13. districts .in northwestern 
Michigan. Districts in the Upper 
Peninsula have joined together 
to secure a similar project for 
that area. Over 50 districts are 
co-sponsoring applications for 
watershed projects involving fed- 
eral aid. . 

Agricultural water manage- 
ment problems are basic parts 
of these programs although surf- 
ace water for recreation and in- 
dustrial use may also be con- 
sidered.

_ The council feels that the 
method of enforcing the present 
laws need to be strengthened. 
They feel that too often the 
person who follows the law. and 
applies for the proper permit is 
penalized.. The person who goes 
ahead and does something with- 
out a permit is permitted to get 
away with their self selected 
projects, Such action results in 
things like sand sucker holes in 
lake botioms. eroded stream 
banks and changed water cours- 
es caused by seawalls built inte 
the stream.
